Misbranded foods 


General Accounting Office 
(GAO), the investigative arm of 
Congress, has published a report 
titled Need for Regulating the 
Food Salvage Industry to Prevent 
Sales of Unwholesome & Mis- 
branded Foods to the Public. 


The report discusses Federal 
legislation—administered by Agri- 
culture Dept. & Health, Education 
& Welfare Dept. (HEW)—that 
covers misbranding; & it makes 
recommendations for improved en- 
forcement of these laws.

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Dear Consumer: 





Many of you have written about the shortage of canning lids. I 
know how frustrating it can be to work so hard in the garden and then 
not find any lids. 


Readers have asked basically 3 questions: When can I get lids? Why 
is there a shortage? What do I do if I can’t get any lids? 


I cannot tell you when lids will arrive in any particular community. 
I can tell you that lids are being manufactured in record numbers. But 
they are also being purchased in record numbers. 


There are in the marketplace 3 critical factors causing the shortage. 
First, a growth in real demand. This means that with 12 million new 
gardeners in the past 2 years, and with canning plans by veteran 
gardeners increased substantially, there are many more buyers. 


The second critical factor is called exaggerated demand. This means 
that some people are buying far more than they need. Consequently, 
many gardeners with real needs are unable to buy lids. 


Last, because of both real and exaggerated demand, it is impossible 
for all the manufacturers to make enough products even though most 
are working 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 


What can you do if you can’t get any lids? 


First, if you have a freezer, use it to preserve your crops. Second, 
if you are fortunate enough to have a nearby canning center, you may 
be able to use that. Call your state department of agriculture or your 
agriculture extension agent for information. Third, you may want to 
look into dehydration. Visit your local library for a book on the subject. 


I am beginning to think that the best answer lies in some form of 
a farmers market. Coming from Pennsylvania, where farmers markets 
flourish, I know how popular they can be with the public. 


You may want to get together with a few of your fellow gardeners 
and set up your own market—either in front of your garage or at a 
vacant lot. Check with your local county or municipal authorities to see 
if you need to have a special license. Explain your problem and I am 
sure they will cooperate with you. 


In the meantime, I promise to keep up my efforts at solving the 
gardener’s number one problem—shortage of replacement lids. But 
remember, I need your help. Please buy only what you need.
